Fruit Trees.—The new method of raising 


fruit trees by planting the scions, is a great 
desideratum in the art of obtaining good fruit. 
It has many advantages over grafting, because 
it is more expeditious, and requires no stock 
or tree. They may be planted where they 
are required to stand, and the labor for one 
day will b« sufficient to plant out enough for 
n large orchard, after the scions are obtained. 
The method of preparing the plant is ns fol- 
lows : Take the scion us for^prafting, and at 
any time after the first of February, and un- 
til the bods begin to grow considerably, and 
dip each end of the shoot into melted pitch, 
wax or tallow, and bury it in the ground, the 
buds uppermost, whilst the body lies in a hor- 
izontal .position and at the depth of two or 
three inches. We are informed that trees ob- 
tained in this way will bear in four years from 
the timo of planting. We have no doubt of 
the practicability of this method of raising 
fruit.
